In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: At issue was whether or not the use of Official Notice is supported 
by factual evidences prperly in the 103 Rejection. Specifically, whether the disclosure of the Infospace search engine 
was qualified as a factual evidence with regard to the applications priority date. It was Applicant's position that the 
Infospace Search Engine for mapping a physical address of a person to an email address of the same person was not 
available before the filing date of the application. The Examiner maintains that, as clearly shown in the "Ultimate Email 
Directory" employing a plurality of different search engines including the Infospace search engine, the Infospace 
search engine has been available to users since at least 1997 (see pages 6- 8 of the 4/2/08 Office Action). With the 
Infospace serach engine available to access via the Internet, a user simply needed to type in a person's physical 
address, clicked on the "find" button to generate that person's email address (see pages 6 and 8 of the 4/2/08 Office 
Action). Applicant will provide traverse of the factual allegation and support thereof in a response, which will be 
considered by the Examiner with regard to determining if additional evidence is required to support the factual 
assertions made by the Examiner in the taking of Official Notice 

Applicant also proposed amending the claims by adding language requiring a "street address" to further limit the term 
"physical address." The Examiner agreed with Applicant that the Infospace search engine required city, state/province, 
and country, and did not require the street address, and that such amendment would overcome the rejection of record. 
However, as further search/consideration would be necessary, no agreement was reached as to whether the limitation 
of street address would overcome the prior art as a whole. 

As indicated by SPE Rinehart, prosecution was reopened in accordance with MPEP § 1207.04 and the finality of the 
office action mailed on 04/02/2008 is hereby vacated. Applicant may file either an amendment/response or can 
reassert the appeal by filing another Appeal Brief.
